Impressive Petition Urges 
That Important Issue

HILADELPHIA, Jan. 13.—At a 
tonference of the foreign mission 


: boards of the United States and 


Canada, here, it has been unanimously 
agreed to forward to President Roose- 
velt and King Edward, an appeal on 


‘behalf of the Congo Free State. The 


appeal follows: 

“The conference of the foreign mis- 
sion boards of the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada most respect- 
fully and earnestiy bring to you an 
appeal in bebalf of the stricken peo- 
ple of the Congo Free State. 

“We do thie in the name of the 
forty missionary organications, whose 
work is prosecuted in all sections of 


the petition interprets faithfully the 
sentiment of their constituency of up- 
ward of 76,000,000 of Christian men and 
women. We are not forvetful that 
recognition has been given by both 
governments of the International duty 
in relation to this unhappy people. 

“Tt is a source of keen satisfaction 
to us that our governmems are united 
in leadership in a 80 closely 
honor. But we 
are reminded b, the recurrence of our

“We speak with deep conviction con- 
cerning this issue. 2 we are in- 
timately associated h many resi- 
dents. of the Congo State, by whom 
the conditions to which we refer have 
been disclosed. But you will not need

“The request which we, like the 
great company of petitioners of both 
governments, outside of our constitu- 
ency, are urging, is obviously fair to

sécuge a correction of such wrongs as 
shall be disclosed. 

“We submit that the simple issue 
thus presented involves a primary test 
of national and international honor 
and that the longer withholding of 
this manifestation of international 
concern for these wards of the nations 
would leave upon powers responsible 
for it a lasting reproach. 

“We would earnestly urge that ®o 
device of the ruler of the Congo State, 
whether of wholesale aspersion of 
motive. or of evasion of accountabil- 
ity through promotion of transfer ef 
territory to a government of which 
he is himself the head, shall be allowed 
the issue of international responsi- 
bility for the immediate ascertainment 
of conditions and the correction of 


wrongs. 

“The issue, as vou are well aware, 
is not of motive, but of fact; and the 
duty of guadianship binding the pow- 
ers to protect the people of the terri- 
tory of the Congo basin is independent 
of political relation. 

“Moreover, we would respectfully 
urge our conviction that, if the King 
is a trustee, he cannot transfer his 
trust except by international sanction. 
If the convening of an international 
conference was important in the 
opening of the Congo tegritory, it 
would seem that a conference for re- 
view of the issue in all its phases is 
indispensehie for wise and just deal- 
ing now. 

“In the name of humanity, of in- 
terantiona! justice; of regard for the 
primal rights of man, we would ask 
that you use the full power reposed 
in governments by the Supreme Ruler,

WASPS SHOT ON THE WING. 


Britain—Sh Insects With 
Miniature Rifle. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—When a man at- 
tains preéminence in any branch of 
sport, it often augurs, as Herbert 
Spencer d to the young man who 
beat him so badly at. billiards, a 
“mis-spent life.” But that cannot be 
said of Lord Walsingham, though he 
is easWy the best shot in England. 
He is an accomplished writer, one of 
the first entomologists of the day, a 
fellow of many learned societies, and 
the owner of the finest collection of 
moths and butterflies in the world. 
Yet he has devoted M lot of time to 
his favorite sport to make himself 
the all-round crack shot of the King- 
dom. He is probably the only man 
in the world who shoots wasps on 
the wing. That requires marvellous 
accuracy of aim. To practice on these 
little peste and ‘other insect game 
he had a miniature rifie specially con- 
structed for him. 

His bag of, 1070 grouse to his own 
gun, shooting for close on fifteen hours 
on end, has never been surpassed. On 
another day, on the Yorkshire moors, 
he brought down 421 brace of grouse, 
using 1100 cartridges, which shows 
what a large percentage of his shots 
are fatal. He is as expert with the 
rifle as with the shotgun, and has 
hunted big game in Oregon and Cali- 
fornia, but of late years he has pre- 
ferred hunting micro-lepidoptera.

“God is Sovereign. The little flock of 
His disciples seemed smaller and feeb- 
ler when compared to the great world 
around them.

The most important message in the 
world is that of the Christian minis- 
ter; there is no fesponsibility like his. 
There may be substitutes attempted, 
but the church will never lose the need 
of preaching—the need of the message 
from God by His accredited ministers.

LIVERY STABLE MAN MISSING 
FOR NEARLY TWO WEEKS. 


Victer Maicom Leaves Home to Go 
to Newhal! to Purchase Horses and 
Faile to Return—Had Considerable 


Money and Wife Fears He Has Been 
Murdered. | |

Victor Malcom has deen missing 
from his home, No. 1178 East Forty- 
seventh street for the past ten days. 
He was last seen on Friday morning, 
January 4, when he left presumably 
to take the train for Newhall. Since 
that time he has completely dropped 
from sight. His wife fears he has met 
with foul play. as he carried considera- 
ble money with him. ‘ 

He ts proprietor of the Pacific Board- 
ing Stables on Wall street. When he 
left home he told his wife he intended 
to buy horses. His destination was a 
camp ebout four miles out from New- 
hall. 

According to Mrs, Malcom, the miss- 
ing man had contracted to purchase 
five horses at $100 each. He had paid 
a man, who called at the stables, $50 
to bind the deal. The other $450 he 
carried with him in gold sewn 
in his clothing. The man to whom he 
paid the first installment is a friend 
of Maicom, and he is supposed to have 
met the livery stable proprietor at a 
small station near the tunnel, several 
miles out from Newhall. 

He was to leave Los Angeles on the 
2:30 o'clock train over the Southern 
Pacific, and would arrive in Newhall 
late in the afternoon. He would then 
have had a four-mile walk to the 
camp, where he said the horses were. 
He promised his wife he would not try 
to make the journey until the follow- 
‘ing day. This would have given him 
ample time to catch the afternoon train 
back to this city. 

There is no trace of the camp to 
which Malcom said he was going. His 
wife went to Newhall yesterday, and 
no one there knows of any such camp 
and no one had seen Malcom. The 
only clew came from the wife of a 
hotel-keeper there, who said Malcom 
had taken supper at the hotel on the. 


| evening of the day he disappeared. 


Unable to secure any other tangible 
clew, Mrs. Malcom returned to this 
city y. Though Malcom is 
well known in Newhall there was no 
one else there who claimed to have 
seen him. The authorities there are 
making a search for the missing man. 
The Los Angeles police have also been 
put to work on the case, 

So far as can be learned there is no 
reason why Malcom should desire to 
remain away. According to the stable 
foreman, his affairs are in order. The 
men have not been paid, however, as 
it was Malcom's habit to pay his em- 
ployés at the end of each week, and 
he was seldom away from the stables 
for more than two days at a time. He 
stated he would return the following 
day when he last went away. 

The fact that he had the gold and 
also had a valuable gold watch and 
some jeweiry on his person leads his 
wife to beliéve he is the victim of a 
foul plot. She does not know the name 
of the person to’whom her husband 
paid the $0. She says the man is a 
friend of her husband, and lives in 
Newhall. 

‘If I only knew the name of that man 
1 could perhaps trace my husband,” 
said Mre. Malcom last night. ‘That 
man seems to be connected with my 
hu«hand’s disappearance. On the 
morning my husband left he received 
a letter from that man. He took the 
letter with him, and said he would be 
back Saturday night. I begged him 
not to go, as I feared then something 
might happen to him. We have been 
married little more than a year. I am 
so afraid something terrible has hap- 
pened.

PASADENA, Dec. 26, 1906.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] If my request 
for formulas comes under the head of 
chemistry you will greatly oblige me 
by publishing in The Times replies to 
my numbered questions which follow: 
(1) How could I silver glass globes 
and obtain a mirror? (2) Do you know 
how to make an artificial musk? I 
would like to have some information 
on the subject. (3) Where can I pur- 
chase gold amalgum suitable for 
yy on copper? A formula for mak-

ANSWER: Your questions are en- 
tirely proper. There are formulas“ () 
obtainable from many doubtful au- 
thorities which fail to give satisfac- 
tion. It is only by putting methods to 
practical and experienced tests that 
proper results can be obtained. 

Replying to your question: (1) Take 
of metallic bismuth one ounce, gran- 
ulated tin one-half an ounce, metallic 
lead (in granulated form) half an 
ounce; mercury two ounces by weight. 
Break up the bismuth in a mortar. 
Intimately mix the lead, tin and bis- 
muth in a porcelain vessel (a cup will 
answer.) pour the mercury over the 
three named metals, stir the mass oc- 
casionally with a smoothly-shaven 
plece of wood or a glass rod. 

By placing the cup and contents on 
the back of a stove and warming the 
amalgam with a low heat, “solution” 
(so to speak) 1s facilitated. 
then as follows: While the amalgam 
is warm apply it with a piece of flan- 
nel to the inside of globe, or on one 
side of a pane of glass, the glass ar- 
ticles to be also warmed, and with 
their mirrored coating kept moderately 
hot untib “set.” (2) This is very com- 
mon article: Provide yourself with a 
bürette of glass having a stopcock; it 
can be purchased of drug houses for a 
trifle. Pour into the burette one and 
three-quarters ounces of chemically 
pure nitric ackl. Into a small porce- 
lain bowl pour one fluid ounce of rec- 
tified oll of amber. Arrange the burette 
and acid contents in an upright posi- 
tion over the bow! and oll and turn the 
stopcock of the burette so that one 
drop of the acid will fall every second 

on the ofl. When the ofl and acid come 

th contact, as stated, there will be a 
slight sputtering occasioned. Allow the 
acid to drop out until there is none 
left, then set aside the mixture and 
in thirty-six hours separate the liver- 
like substance from the solution, wash 
it in two or three waters, let it dry 
and you will have artificial musk. Be 
careful how you handle the acid, as it 
is corrosive. 

(3) Place fifteen grains of finely- 


divided metallic gold into two fluid 


drachms of mercury in a container of 
porcelain (smal! evaporating dish) 
and apply a gentle heat with a few 
moments’ shaking. Chan the metal to 
be gilded and then rub uitrate of mer- 
cury in solution (one drachm of the 
nitrate to one fluid ounce of water) 
over the metal, immediately after- 
wards, applying a thin film of amal- 
gam. By using moderate heat, at this 
stage, the mercury volatilizes, leav- 
ing the gold behind.

overwhelming defeat by the voters of 
San Pedro of the charter that was 
framed to perpetuate railroad monop- 
oly of the harbor. It is made a moral 
certainty by the 400 signatures of San 
Pedro’s citizens affixed to the peti- 
tion for union with Los Angeles. 
Only 103 names were requisite to 
the validity of the petition, but the 
circulators of the document found no 
difficulty in obtaining the signatures 
of a large majority of citizens. 

Annexation of suburban territory 
and consolidation of the harbor towns 
are but steps toward the consolidation 
of city and county governments of 
Los Angeles under the borough system, 
or such other system as the people of 
the merged territory may choose to 
establish. In order to effect the union 
of chartered cities in the county, it 
will be necessary to amend the Con- 
stitution, and that cannot be done in 
less than two years. It is possible 
that in the meantime even ~ better 
than the borough system may be sug- 
gested, and the people may work out a 
plan that shall be an improvement on 
the one proposed by the Consolidation 
Commission. Galveston and other cities 
in Texas have tried government by 
commission and found it very satis- 
factory, and possibly that system may 
be found adaptable to the city and 
county of Los Apparently 
the public business of Galveston is 
managed more efficiently and econom- 
ically by five responsible commission- 
ers than it ever was by the old style 
of city government. 

What the form of government shall 
be, however, is to be determined by 
the people, and nobody has authority 
at this time to enter into any agree- 
ment, or give any pledges concerning 
the future organization of the city and 
county. The obviously necessary thing 
for the people of the county to do now 
is to get together under existing forms 
rot law, and secure the legislation re- 
quired to énable them to reorganize 
their government according to their 
wishes and their best judgment. 

The drift of public opinion in San 
Pedro is ‘indicated plainly by the 
400 petitioners for consolidation. A 
— tion in Los Angeles has 

dy 8000 voters, and there 
is no reason to doubt that Los An- 
geles is jwilling to join with San 
Pedro and make the interests of the 
harbor-town ber own. The next step 
will be the annexation of Wilming- 
ton, and there is no doubt of her wiljl- 
ingness to join the combination. 

There has been apparent hostility 
to consolidation in Long Beach, but 
it is questionable if the real opposition 
is in proportion to the vociferousness 
of self-constituted spokesmen for that 
city. A consolidation club was organ- 
ized in Long Beach last week with 
17 charter members, and in three days 
it had 200 members. When the opinion 
of the body of citizens is ascertained, 
it may prove as much of a surprise to 
the noisy statesmen as the vote of 
San Pedro on the charter was to the 
corpo:ation agents and hirelings who 
pretended to speak for that com- 
munity. 

There are but three classes of op- 
ponentgto consolidation in San Pedro, 
and they are few in numbers. They 
are the hired agents and attorneys of 
corporations seeking monopoly of har- 
bor privileges, all well-known, if 
not notorious; petty office holders 
afraid of losing their jobs and their 
opportunities to profit by traffic in 
franchises: and the publishers of local 
newspapers enjoying the profits of 
public printing. When a country paper, 
by conspiracy with an alleged competi- 
tor, can obtain $3000 for an official ad- 
vertisement that would be dear at $200, 
the reason for its patriotic editor’s 
militant parochialism and furious hos- 
tility to consolidation becomes inde- 
cently conspicuous.

It seems as if one of three things 
must be the fate of the German peo- 
ple. Either they must carry on this 
commercial expansion with great vig- 
or in order, as the Emperor contends, 
to furnish an outlet for the redundant 
population and one which shall con- 
tinue to the enrichment of the em- 
pire at home, producing food and raw 
mtaerial for home consumption; or 
else the population must seek an out- 
let in other countries where they shall 
be assimilated to the people among 
whom they live, lose all German pe- 
culiarities of speech and living, and in 
a word, become lost to their home 
country; or else they must remain up- 
on their native sod, until the’ condi- 
tions of life there sink to the level 
of China. * 

These are the alternatives before the 
German people. These are the con- 
siderations upon which they must de- 
cide in electing the members of the 
new Reichstag. The twentieth cen- 
tury will witness more intense compe- 
tition on the part of every civiiized 
nation for over-sea commerce than 
any previous century has ever known. 
The countries of the Old World have 
reached the limit of supporting popu- 
lation in a manner becoming human 
beings. The Americas are not ag they 


most of the American republics, popu- 
lation has increased to such a degree 
that the opportunities are much fewer 
for new immigrants than they were 
100 years ago. These opportunities 
are growing less and less. Our own 
population in many of the older States 
has already reached a degree of re- 
dundancy wherein, excepting in an 
era of great prosperity like the pres- 
ent, the winning of an adequate live- 
lihood' is far from easy. 

The German Emperor is certainly 
a great shepherd of his people. His 
mind is far-reaching and his impulses 
are undoubtedly patriotic. He loves 
his country and his people with a deep 
devotion. His plan is apparently the 
wise one to follow. Whether he and 
his ministers can impress upon the 
minds of the people the necessity of 
maintaining the colonization scheme 


of the empire remains to be seen. The 


German people are exceedingly intel- 
ligent. The colonization carried on 
heretofore’ has not been markedly 
sutcessful. It is a new thing to the 
people of that nation and they have 
blundered. The are numer- 
ous in the German empire, but their 
socialism is rather theoretical than 
‘practical. The hardest task of the gov- 
ernment will be to convine these the- 
oretical socialists of the necessity of 
following the Emperor's plan.

Monrovians. 
MONROVIA, Jan. 13.— Lucky Bald- 
win is getting into the good graces of 
the citizens of Monrovia. He is car- 
rying out a big enterprise in clearing 
his broad acres in the vicinity of this 
city. All the brush will be cleared 
away and nothing left but the trees. 
Now engaged in this improvement 
are 400 men. His expense in this work 
for the month of December was $10,000.

tant Problems in Fruit Growing 
Will Be Discussed by Experts. 
President Wheeler to Make Address. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 13.— Preliminary 
arrangements have been completed 
tor the Citrus Institute which is to 
be held here on January 22, and which 
is attracting the attention of leading 
citrus growers of Southern California. 
The programme. will follow these lines:
